The operation began in 1952 when the United 


States provided planes, pilots, insecticides and 
advice to combat a major infestation of desert 
locusts. In later years the service was broadened 
to focus attention on plant diseases. 


A.I.D. has helped train Ethiopian technicians, 


pilots and mechanics to handle the program of 
aerial spraying, 


Supervisor of the training program is Al Tem- 


ple, a colorful Texan who has spent 14 years in 


Ethiopia and probably knows the rugged country 
better than anybody else. 


Temple has crashed only once in Ethiopia. A 


vicious downdraft smashed his Cessna aircraft 
into a mountain, but. with the help of natives, he 
survived. 


He also survived bullet wounds suffered while 


flying low over an Ethiopian cattle rustler who 
mistook the flier for the law and started shooting. 
Though wounded, Temple returned safely to his 
base. 


Together with the half-dozen experts whom he 


has trained, A.I.D.'s pilot repelled a major locust 
infestation in 1968 and in the two previous years 
saved literally millions of dollars worth of crops 
from voracious army worms.

A defendant, bound and 
gagged, shouts muffled words at 
the jury. A federal judge is re* 
peatedly called a "racist, fas- 
cist pig." 


Two lawyers have been jailed 


temporarily. 
The 
defendants 


hold regular noon hour news 
conferences. A Viet Cong flag, a 
birthday cake for a defendant 
and a box of jelly beans have 
been spread over the defense ta- 
ble. 


Fiction? No, it's the U.S. Dis- 


trict Court trial of eight men 
charged with violating the anti- 
riot provisions of the Civil 
Rights Act of 1968. Specifically, 
they are charged with conspir- 
ing to cross state lines with the 
intent to incite riots during last 
year's 
Democratic 
National 


Convention in Chicago. 


The bizarre proceedings that 


often occur in the large, wood- 
paneled courtroom on the 23rd 
floor of the U.S. courthouse fre- 
quently begin with a flamboyant 
entrance by the long-haired de- 
fendants. 


They arrive 
in 
eccentric 


dress, whispering and giggling. 
They embrace Bobby G. Scale, 
the jailed Black Panther leader. 


Wednesday, the spotlight was 


on Seale, the only defendant not 
free on bond. He is lodged in the 
Cook County jail each night on a 
fugitive warrant from New Ha- 
ven, Conn., where he is charged 
with murder. 


Since Oct. 22, Seale has spo- 


radically interrupted the trial 
with demands that he be per- 
mitted to conduct his own de- 
fense. 


His remarks 
often include 


calling Judge Julius J. Hoffman 
"a blatant racist, a racist pig 
and a racist, fascist pig." 


Judge Hoffman, 
74, a tiny, 


wrinkled 
man 
with 
steel- 


rimim-'l jlasses and a reputa- 
tion as a law scholar, has just 
as 
persistently threatened to 


have Seale bound and gagged. 


It happened Wednesday. Seale 


was physically restrained by 
marshals 
twice 
during the 


morning session. When he inter- 
rupted the judge at the start of

like a scarf, was returned to the 
courtroom. 


During 
arguments between 


defense 
lawyer 
William 
M. 


Kunstler and U.S. Atty. Thomas 
A. Foran, Seale shouted through 
his gag, "Sit down, Kunstler, 
you don't represent me!" 


Judge Hoffman called a mar- 


shal aside and told him the gag 
wasn't working effectively. A 
brief 
recess w.is called and 


again Seale was returned to the 
courtroom in manacles, but this 
time layers of adhesive tape 
were added to the gag. 


Judge Hoffman explained to 


the jury of 10 women and two 
men that the "steps were taken 
to insure a fair trial." 


By the end of the session, 


Seale had worked the pig loose 
enough for his muffled demands 
to be heard. He also rattled the 
chains against the chair and 
Judge 
Hoffman 
hurriedly ex- 


cused the jury. 


The jury in this trial must be

Catalytic oven-cleaning 
makes use of a catalyst—in 
the form of a coating bonded 
to the oven walls—that inten- 
sifies the process of oxida- 
tion so that decomposition of 
oven soil can take place at a 
lower temperature. 


In fact, when the catalyst 


js used, o r d i n a r y baking 
temperatures are sufficient 
to cause the oxidation. Oven 
walls are therefore, theoreti- 
cally, being cleaned when- 
ever the oven is in normal 
use, and it's therefore called 
"continuous c l e a n i n g " by

Pyrolitic cleaning, which 


uses just p l a i n heat and 
nothing more, requires a 
temperature of about 750 de- 
grees, compared to a normal 
top heat in the oven, when 
b r o i l i n g , of around 650. 
There's a separate setting on 
the oven control for "clean," 
and the extra-high tempera- 
ture has to be maintained 
for p e r i o d s of up to 2M> 
hours. 


Manufacturers using the 


pyrolitic method have lashed 
out at users of the catalytic 
method with charges that it 
does an inefficient half-job: 


• Catalytic coatings are 


rough and porous, and oven 
soil soaks in and imbeds, 
never getting completely oxi- 
dized. 


• The coatings are easily 


scratched and g o u g e d and 
have to be cleaned with care, 
u s i n g special implements. 
Because ol this fragility, the 
coating is not used at pres- 
ent on racks or broilers or, 
in some stoves, on the oven 
floor or the door and win- 
dow. A good deal of the oven 
in such s t o v e s , therefore, 
still has to be hand-cleaned.

If West had not overcalled

As it was. South almost 


played the queen. Then he 
s t o p p e d and thought for 
some time. He knew West 
pretty well. West liked to bid 
but West wasn't an idiot. In 
fact, West was a pretty good 
bridge player. Would West 
have overcalled vulnerable 
with only a five-card suit 
h e a d e d 
by king-10-nine? 


South didn't think so. In fact, 
it seemed pretty certain that 
West had a six-card suit, 
plus both red aces.

Mike Phipps was named the nation's back of the week for 
an outstanding Saturday of passing, his teammate, tight 
end Ashley Bell, saw him between classes and congratu- 
lated him. 


"I threw "em," said Phipps, "but you caught 'em." 
Mike Phipps is a senior majoring in industrial economics 


and has been on the dean's list and has made the all-Big 
Ten Academic team and he has learned something about 
psychology in between the galaxy of numbers in the class- 
room and on the football field. 


When it is announced that Mike Phipps is the nation's 


collegiate leader in total offense, averaging something like 
eight yards per play, Mike Phipps says immediately, "It 
was the team, not just me.

is one of the better bowlers in the country. I took him 


home with me to the house I bowl in and 
I lined him up the same place I line up 
and had him looking at the same spot I 
look at. He averaged about 240. 


When you're playing the Gutter Ball, 


you've got to look and try to line your- 
self up where, even if you make a bad 
shot, the ball still has a chance to hold 
the pocket. 
Many bowlers make the 


mistake of getting right in the middle of 
the slowest part of the lane. Here, the 


ball is either running high or out the window. There's no 
in-between. 


Whereas, you'll find it you play the first board or fourth 


arrow, you'll discover the edge where the lane will hold. 
Then, even if you don't follow-through well, it still has a 
chance of coming back. Never get in the middle of the 
slowest part. Get on the inside edge or outside edge, but 
never in the middle.

me. The Redskins still seem 
to be the Redskins of Sonny 
Jurgensen, and not the Red- 
skins of Vince Lombard!. 
Even though the Redskins 
beat us. 


What I mean is, Lombard! 


and Washington are not syn- 
onymous to me yet, or to 
most people. It was nothing 
like playing Green Bay when 
he was there. Then, you 
could actually feel the pres- 
ence of his driving, incisive 
mind right there on the ficll 
He was Green Bay.
